Naval Battle In North Sea 
Last Sunday---German Are 
Put to Flight--Blucher lo 
Sunk With 800 of Crew 


The Geman. armored cruiser luch- 
er, of 15,550 tons displacement, Was 
sunk in an engagement with British 
waships last Sundey in the North Sea. 
Two other vessels of the German fleet 
were seriously damaged.

“The Canadian Textile Journal” of 
Montreal has an interesting account 
of the histor? and development of the 
dig cotton company ‘which’ has been 
Town of Yarmouth 
since 1888, Starting out if a small 
way in that year exterisions were made 
in ,1892, 1907 and again last year. 
In 1883 the total output was 6,000 
pounds per week of finished product. 
This has grown to-day to 76,000 pounds’ 
per. week. 

The human element of this enor- 
mous plant is worth considerable 
Hundreds of-well paid and 
seemingly contented employes are on 
the “roll. Ot course, if any one will 
take the trouble to talk to them in- 
dividually, he will find some kickers— 
some: people will “kick” even in Hea- 
ven, if they happen to get there—but 
on the whole they are perfectly satis- 
fied with the mill and their employers. 


| Quite a number of the employes haye 


been there ever since the mill openta 
thirty years ago, and very many of 
the younger men and women, too, have, 
spent practically all their working 
hours in that mill.
